One year later: 

Suspect in hit/run has 
a lot to think about

Decisions, decisions. 

Some good, some bad but 
all will make a difference in 
someone’s life every day. 

It has been over a year since 
two employees of the EZ Stop 
Market in Clay City were run 
over by a car and a third one 
was injured after three men 
got into a verbal altercation 
with the employees. Despite 
being told to stop by deputies 
who were on scene the driver 
of the car, Jarrod Fugate kept 
going. 

Now Fugate has until Jan. 
21 to think about the plea 
deals that have been offered 
to him and his attorney. After 
that a trial date will be set and 
three Powell Circuit Court 
will be ready to proceed. 

The events started just after 
4:30 p.m. on Nov. 30, 2013. 
That is when witnesses said 
that three men entered the EZ 
Stop Food Mart on the cor¬ 
ner of Main Street and Black 
Creek Road. The men later 
identified as Jarrod Fugate, 
19, Anthony Ryan Romans, 

24, and Zachary Romans, 

25, at the time of the event 
and all from Menifee County, 
allegedly were loud and 
disruptive and went to the 
stores back room where the 
restrooms are located. 

An owner of the store, Ben 
Barnett, 84, was in the Men’s 


Room after he had heard a 
loud thump come from the 
restroom. Apparently who¬ 
ever had been in the area 
before Barnett entered it 
had knocked the toilet paper 
holder off the wall. 

While Barnett was in there 
the three men approached 
and according to a video tape, 
allegedly shows one of the 
Romans boys kicked the door 
a few times. Barnett exits the 
room and appears to tell the 
men to leave the store. 

“I asked who kicked the 
door and the one (Fugate) 
said it was not him and so 
did the one Romans boys,” 
Barnett said in an exclusive 
interview with the Times. 
“The big one looked at me 
and said something then was 
heading toward the women’s 
room and I told him not to go 
in there and leave.” 

Barnett advised the store 
employees, including Kayla 
Rivera and Tammy Curtis, to 
call the police and get the 
men’s license plate number. 
Barnet then walked with the 
men telling them to leave the 
store and the property. Some 
witnesses said that the men 
were disruptive and threat¬ 
ening. 

“The brothers began walk¬ 
ing up Highway 11, but was 
still on the property and I 
told them to just leave and I

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Accident claims Clay City man’s life

A Powell County man test 
driving a vehicle crashed last 
Friday and the accident has 
taken a tragic turn. 

Officials say that Tracy 
Gene Profitt, 75, ran off the 
road on Highway 82, also 
known as Irvine Road, flip¬ 
ping the truck last Friday 
afternoon. According to a 
witness, Kevin Ball, who was 
coming out of the Mercy 
Medical Clinic, the truck 
was heading toward Clay 
City and had just entered the 
curve in front of the clinic. 


“It looked like he may have 
been going a little fast, but 
not bad, and suddenly he 
went into the ditch line,” Ball 
said. “Then he flipped over 
there.” Ball notified clinic 
staff and helped them with 
Profitt. 

It appeared that the truck 
had went through the ditch 
as mud covered the vehicle 
and the road way. A couple 
of posts were broken and a 
gas line warning marker was 
knocked down. The vehicle 
then appeared to have hit a 
culvert where Irvine Road 
and Oak Drive intersect. 
The truck then apparently 


flipped, causing severe dam¬ 
age to the truck. There were 
no skid marks or any other 
visible indication of what 
may have caused Profitt to 
leave the roadway. 

An off-duty Prestonsburg 
Police Officer came upon the 
scene and helped clinic staff 
render aid. The unnamed 
officer, who was return¬ 
ing home from the police 
academy in Richmond, also 
directed traffic until Powell 
County officials arrived. 

Emergency crews, fire 
and police arrived to assist. 
Profitt was awake and talking 
to ambulance personnel at 



the scene. He was flown to injuries,

According to officials 
Profitt succumbed to his in¬ 
juries on Sunday. 

Officers said that Profitt 
had been test driving the 
truck. The vehicle belonged 
to CRS Auto Sales in Clay 
City. 


Profitt was a retired pas¬ 
tor and a carpenter. He is 
survived by his son, two 
daughters, six grandchil¬ 
dren, four brothers, three 
sisters and several oth¬ 
er family members and 
friends. 

Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers is investigat¬ 
ing the accident.

would get their license 
plate number,” Barnett re¬ 
called. “The driver went to 
the car and the girls were 
over there.” 

Reportedly, according to 
the surveillance video, Fu¬ 
gate got into a 1998 black 
Volvo S70 as his passengers 
returned to the car. Curtis 
was standing near the driv¬ 
er’s side door, which was 
open. Barnett followed the 
brothers to the passenger 
side door which was also 
open. Rivera was standing 
at the front of the car near 
the passenger side. 

After a few words were 
exchanged, Fugate started 
the car as off-duty Powell 
County Deputy Larry Hall 
approached the scene. Hall 
had been at Kathy’s Coun¬ 
try Kitchen eating when 
one of the restaurant em¬ 
ployees, Travis Hall, ad¬ 
vised him there was a prob¬ 
lem at the store. 

As Hall and former Stan¬ 
ton Police Chief and Pow¬ 
ell County Jailer Bill Thor¬ 
pe, who was also nearby, 
approached and began to 
advise the men to get out 
of the car, Fugate begin to 
back up quickly. The pas¬ 
senger door struck Bar¬ 


nett on the legs, but Hall 
grabbed him and pulled 
him out of the way. Barnett 
did lose his balance after 
being hit by the door and 
ended up with a laceration 
to his hand. 

The driver’s side door 
caught Curtis and as Fu¬ 
gate tried to back up onto 
Highway 11, it knocked 
Curtis down and dragged 
her several feet. She ended 
up on the passenger side of 
the vehicle. Hall drew his 
weapon, but a crowd had 
gathered and tape indicat¬ 
ed that any option for firing 
a shot was taken away due 
to bystanders and the inter¬ 
section. Meanwhile, Rivera 
moved to the front of the 
car, which was now point¬ 
ed toward the intersection 
waving her hands appar¬ 
ently trying to get Fugate 
to stop. 

The video is reportedly 
hard to watch, as Fugate 
drove toward Rivera, strik¬ 
ing her and just kept on 
going. 

The car fled the scene as 
Hall was calling Powell’s 
dispatch center. A state 
trooper, Jason Brown, just 
happened upon the scene 
and pulled in to help. So 
did off-duty Stanton Police 
Officer Derek Townsend, 
who had come to the store 
to get a pizza.

City Fire Department per¬ 
sonnel arrived to assist with 
the injured. Both women 
ended up being flown to 
the UK Medical Center. 
Reportedly they were re¬ 
leased later that evening, 
however the Times has not 
been made aware of the 
status of their injuries. 

Barnett was treated at the 
scene. 

Minutes after the state 
police at the scene were 
able to broadcast the li¬ 
cense plate number they 
were notified that Mount 
Sterling Police had the 
car pulled over in front of 
Tenth Frame Cinema for 
suspicion of DUI. Alleged¬ 
ly the men decided to resist 
being arrested, but were 
taken into custody. Curtis 
had written the number 
down on a piece of paper 
and was holding it when 
ambulance crews worked 
on her. 

The arrest report indicat¬ 
ed that beer was found in 
the car. Officers also found 
a needle/syringe under the 
driver’s seat cover and an¬ 
other in the console. 

State police charged Fu¬ 
gate with three counts of 
first degree assault, three 
counts of wanton endan- 
germent and leaving the 
scene of an accident. He 
faces DUI and possession 
of an open alcoholic bev¬ 


erage container in a motor 
vehicle charges in Mont¬ 
gomery County. In Powell 
County Fugate has been 
charged with disorderly 
conduct first degree. 

Anthony Romans was 
charged with alcohol in¬ 
toxication in Montgomery 
County; in Powell he will 
face disorderly conduct 
first degree and terroristic 
threatening charges. His 
brother, Zachary Romans, 
will face the same Pow¬ 
ell County charges. But in 
Montgomery County he 
is facing alcohol intoxica¬ 
tion, disorderly conduct 
and third degree terroristic 
threatening charges. 

The Romans brothers 
have already served their 
time for the misdemeanor 
offenses. But now Fugate 
is facing the more serious 
charges. It is believed by 
court watchers that a deal 
will be made, even though 
one of the victims has been 
adamant about him serv¬ 
ing time. 

But that could be decid¬ 
ed by the Jan. 21 deadline. 
Meanwhile, Fugate, who 
was free on bond for a short 
time, was indicted and has 
been in the Powell Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center since 
April 13 will have to spend 
another holiday away from 
loved ones because of a bad 
decision.

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EKU invites communities to apply for grants 

Have a worthwhile community-based project that only needs funding? 

Eastern Kentucky University is ready to help. 

EKU President Michael Benson and the University’s Center for Appalachian Regional Engage¬ 
ment and Stewardship (CARES) invite communities throughout Eastern’s 22-county service region 
to submit proposals for one of five $10,000 CARES community grants. Activities within the fol¬ 
lowing counties are eligible: Bell, Boyle, Casey, Clay, Estill, Garrard, Harlan, Jackson, Knox, Laurel, 
Lee, Leslie, Lincoln, McCreary, Madison, Owsley, Perry, Powell, Pulaski, Rockcastle, Wayne and 
Whitley. 

The grants illustrate EKU’s commitment to its partnerships with the communities, as well as its 
profound dedication to working with those partners to enhance the quality of life throughout the 
region, according to CARES Director Ian Mooers. EKU initiated the CARES community grants in 
2013 and President Benson, who plays a leadership role in the Shaping Our Appalachian Region 
(SOAR) initiative, is proud to continue the effort for another year. 

“This is a great opportunity for our faculty, staff and students to partner with local individuals 
and organizations to work hand-in-hand together to positively impact the places we live, work and 
call home,” Benson said. 

Initiatives must include EKU partners and focus on one or more of the five following areas iden¬ 
tified by the Kentucky Council on Postsecondary Education: economic and workforce develop¬ 
ment, education, environment, collaborative government, and health, wellness and safety. These 
might include, but are not limited to: 

• strategic planning and management processes for communities. 

• implementation of projects from a community-based strategic plan that cover one or more of 
the areas. 

• training for citizen leaders, local officials, management and staff from non-profit community 
agencies, as well as boards or commissions. 

• support for initiatives that enhance leadership, planning and management capacity for com¬ 
munities. 

• use of professional services to assess a project’s feasibility, to offer consulting advice on a strat¬ 
egy, to support application development, etc. 

• projects that emphasize broad community participation and involvement in the planning and 
implementation process. 

CARES community grant funds may not be used to cover construction costs. Special consider¬ 
ation will be given to projects that impact counties designated by the Appalachian Regional Com¬ 
mission as “distressed” or “in transition.” Additional consideration will be given to projects in EKU 
service-region counties that fall within the Promise Zone Region. 

The community grant programs will function on a reimbursement basis, and cost-share is re¬ 
quired. Grantees must first spend their own funds, in line with an approved budget, and then sub¬ 
mit documentation of expenses to the CARES office to receive reimbursement. 

Proposals are due to the CARES office by March 27, and must be submitted via the CARES elec¬ 
tronic submission process. Grant recipients will be announced in May 2015. The period of perfor¬ 
mance for the grants is July 2015-June 2016. 

A review committee will determine which projects are chosen for funding. The highest scoring 
applications will present projects that are well planned, have defined goals, are long-lasting, result 
in significant benefits for the local community, include University partners, include a community 
education component, and are reasonable in cost.

It is housed in EKU’s Office of University Programs and 
is headed by Ian Mooers, who also serves as director of the Center for Economic Development, 
Entrepreneurship and Technology, based at Eastern.

According to the website, lettersofnote.com, the story be¬ 
hind one of the most famous letters of all time went some¬ 
thing like this. We hope you enjoy it and may you all have a 
Merry Christmas! 

“In 1897, on the advice of her father, eight-year-old Vir¬ 
ginia O’Hanlon wrote a short letter to the editor of New 
York’s now-defunct newspaper The Sun in which she sought 
confirmation of Santa Claus’ existence. In response, Francis 
Pharcellus Church published an editorial - entitled ‘Is There 
a Santa Claus’ - which went on to become, and is still, the 
most reprinted English language editorial in history. Inter¬ 
estingly, in 1997 Virginia’s great-grandson appeared with 
the letter on the Antiques Roadshow, where it was valued at 
$20,000 - $30,000.

Virginia O’Hanlon

Answer: 

VIRGINIA, your little friends are wrong. They have been 
affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They do not 
believe except [what] they see. They think that nothing can 
be which is not comprehensible by their little minds. 

All minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s or children’s, 
are little. In this great universe of ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, as compared with the boundless 
world about him, as measured by the intelligence capable 
of grasping the whole of truth and knowledge. 


Yes, VIRGINIA, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as cer¬ 
tainly as love and generosity and devotion exist, and you 
know that they abound and give to your life its highest 
beauty and joy. 

Alas! how dreary would be the world if there were no San¬ 
ta Claus. It would be as dreary as if there were no VIRGIN¬ 
IAS. There would be no childlike faith then, no poetry, no 
romance to make tolerable this existence.

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What do you mean Christmas is no time for public expression of faith?

Around this time of the 
year, the “War on Christ¬ 
mas” and the “War on the 
War on Christmas” once 
again enter the public dis¬ 
course, with each side 
claiming support from as¬ 
sorted statistics and anec¬ 
dotes. 

Though there are certain¬ 
ly some who inexcusably 
exaggerate threats to pub¬ 
lic religious expression and 
others who claim there is 
no hostility to Christianity, 
we must ask the obvious: 
If there is no hostility to 
public religious expression, 
what has prompted fears 
that Christmas is being 
stamped out? 

Our legal system leaves a 
paper trail that can help us 
find an answer - from it we 
can observe how hostile ac¬ 
tors have used that system 
to attack religious expres¬ 
sion in the public square. 

Looking back over this 
year, the law has been both 
good and bad in its treat¬ 
ment of public religious 
expression. Twice, the Su¬ 
preme Court has affirmed 
that faith cannot be con¬ 
fined to Sunday morning 
worship, but extends to 
one’s business (Burwell v. 
Hobby Lobby) and to gov¬ 
ernment settings (Town of 
Greece v. Galloway). On the 
other hand, small business 
owners who want to live 


quiet and peaceable lives 
are still not being left to do 
so, but instead are being 
fined and threatened with 
jail time for not approv¬ 
ing of marriages between 
two people of the same sex 
(for example: Liberty Ridge 
Farm, Arlenes Flowers, 
Masterpiece Cakeshop, and 
Hands on Originals). 

Meanwhile, hostile athe¬ 
ist and humanist activist 
groups continue to try to 
scrub every bit of religious 
expression from the pub¬ 
lic square - most recently 
by attacking the voluntary 
recital of the Pledge of Al¬ 
legiance in public schools 
as unconstitutional. After 
years of failed challenges in 
federal courts, the activist 
groups have turned their 
attention to state courts. 
Just last month, around the 
time the initial rounds were 
being fired in the “War on 
Christmas,” oral arguments 
were heard in a case brought 
by the American Humanist 
Association in a New Jersey 
state court alleging that the 
public school recital (which 
is already optional for stu¬ 
dents) of the Pledge of Al¬ 
legiance violates the Equal 
Protection Clause of the 
New Jersey Constitution. 
The group’s reasoning? Be¬ 
cause the Pledge makes 
mention of “God,” those 
who do not believe in God 
are somehow suffering un¬ 
equal treatment under the 
law. 

Those wary of a war on 


the public expression of 
faith - including the “War 
on Christmas” - can be ex¬ 
cused for their concern. 

In addition, despite con¬ 
gressional efforts to protect 
service-members’ expres¬ 
sions of faith, stories have 
continued to emerge over 
the past year about religious 
expression being stifled in 
our military. Only several 
weeks ago, on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day, an Army chaplain 
was called into his com¬ 
mander’s office and pun¬ 
ished for sharing how his 
Christian faith has been a 
source of strength for him. 
Military policy does not 
prohibit religious expres¬ 
sion. In fact, it protects the 


right to share one’s faith. If 
an Army chaplain - whose 
very job it is to care for ser¬ 
vice-members’ religious 
needs - cannot share that, 
exactly what wisdom is he 
supposed to be imparting 
to his troops? In the face of 
such attacks, how are the 
fears of the many Ameri¬ 
cans concerned about hos¬ 
tility to religion to be alle¬ 
viated? 

Not easily. While there 
have been a few important 
wins at our nation’s high¬ 
est court this year, many 
negative trends in the law 
- which are reflected in our 
culture - have multiplied 
at other levels. And these 
lawsuits and other inci¬ 


dents represent only some 
of the more recent attempts 
to suppress public religious 
expression using our le¬ 
gal system. For quite some 
time, those hostile to reli¬ 
gion have filed lawsuits in 
courts around the country 
attacking public religious 
expression - usually alleg¬ 
ing violations of the Estab¬ 
lishment Clause. 

For years, the Establish¬ 
ment Clause has been in¬ 
terpreted - by legal activ¬ 
ists and judges alike - in 
twisted ways requiring that 
mention of God and oth¬ 
er religious expression be 
removed from the public 
square. This interpretation 
would seem bizarre to Su¬ 
preme Court Justice Joseph 
Story, who once observed 
that “at the time of the 
adoption of the constitu¬ 
tion ... the general, if not 
the universal, sentiment in 
America was, that Chris¬ 
tianity ought to receive 
encouragement from the 
state.” The modern anti-re¬ 
ligious activists’ view is 
that the slightest mention 
or association with any¬ 
thing religious amounts to 
a constitutional violation. 
But the words “under God” 
do not “establish” anything; 
they are simply a common 
recognition by diverse 
American citizens, who, 
despite differences in reli¬ 
gious views and opinions, 
recognize their dignity 
and worth ultimately come 
from the authority of God - 


not merely the pronounce¬ 
ments of the State. 

The recent legal opposi¬ 
tion to religious expression 
has been driven as much as 
anything else by an inaccu¬ 
rate understanding of the 
term “offense” - that being 
offended entitles one to a 
legal remedy. Thankfully, 
the Supreme Court reject¬ 
ed such flawed thinking 
earlier this year in Town of 
Greece v. Galloway when it 
stated that “offense ... does 
not equate to coercion.” 

But many do not like the 
Court’s rejection of this 
idea. They are offended by 
religion and want to be able 
to sue over it. Some of these 
same people and groups 
are offended by mention of 
Christmas themes because 
those are religious themes. 
Thankfully, the Supreme 
Court has reminded them 
that it is okay to be offended 
- it is part of living in a free 
country, and is something 
we all have to get used to. 
Until they understand this, 
many will likely continue 
to try to suppress religious 
themes, and will continue 
to try to use the courts to 
do so. 

In the meantime, Amer¬ 
icans can be excused for 
being sensitive about a war 
being waged on Christmas.

Expert: How to treat a family member with dementia this holiday season

Whether it’s Mom, Dad, 
Grandma or Grandpa - or 
your spouse - the “holiday 
quarter” can present special 
challenges for families with 
a loved one suffering from 
dementia. 

“We have an expectation 
that loved ones should nev¬ 
er change from the person 
we’ve perceived them to 
be for years, but everyone 
changes significantly over 
an extended period, espe¬ 
cially those diagnosed with 
dementia,” says Kerry Mills, 
a sought-after expert in 
best care practices for peo¬ 
ple with dementia, which 
includes Alzheimer’s. No¬ 
vember is Alzheimer’s 
Awareness Month. 

“Dementia encompasses 
a wide range of brain dis¬ 
eases, which means it’s not 
the fault of a Grandma if 
she has trouble remember¬ 
ing things or gets flustered. 
Empathy for what she’s 
experiencing on the level 
of the brain will help your 
relationship with her. Do 
not expect her to meet you 
halfway to your world; you 
have to enter her world.” 

Spouses have a particu¬ 
larly difficult time coping 
with their partner’s demen¬ 
tia, Mills says. A spousal 
relationship is a team and 
is central to the identities 
of both people. So, while 
you’re paying special atten¬ 
tion to a parent’s or grand¬ 
parent’s condition, extend 
it to his or her spouse, she 
says. 

Families tend to have a 
hard time coping with a 
loved one’s dementia during 
holiday gatherings. Mills, 
coauthor with Jennifer A. 
Brush of “I Care, A Hand¬ 
book for Care Partners of 
People with Dementia,” 


(engagingalzheimers. com), 
offers tips for how to inter¬ 
act with a loved one - say, 
Grandma - whose brain is 
deteriorating. 

• Do not get frustrated. 
“First, do no harm” - the 
excellent maxim taught to 
medical students, is also a 
great first principle for those 
interacting with Grandma, 
who may be experiencing 
a level of frustration and 
anxiety you cannot com¬ 
prehend adequately. She 
simply doesn’t have access 
to certain details, but she is 
still a conscious and feeling 
person who has plenty to 
offer. If you get frustrated, 
she’ll pick up on it. 

• Dedicate someone 
to Grandma during the 
gathering. Of course, lov¬ 
ing families will want to 
include Grandma in the 
group, but be careful not to 
overwhelm her with atten¬ 
tion. Her brain, which has 
trouble processing some in¬ 
formation, could use assis¬ 
tance - a liaison to help her 
process things. Grandpa 
could probably use a break; 
her son or daughter may be 
the best handler during a 
gathering. 

• Give Grandma pur¬ 
pose; give her a task in the 
kitchen. Keep Grandma, 
who may’ve been prolific 
in the kitchen in the past, 
engaged! Simple tasks, 
such as mashing potatoes 
or stirring gravy, may be 
best. Engage her in conver¬ 
sation about the food. If it’s 
Grandpa whose suffering 
dementia, include him in 
a group. Give him a cigar 
if the other men are going 
outside to smoke. Engage 
him in a conversation about 
football, which may allow 
him on his own terms to 
recall details from the past. 

• Use visual imagery and 
do not ask yes-or-no ques¬ 


tions. Again, asking some¬ 
one with Alzheimer’s to re¬ 
member a specific incident 
23 years ago can be like 
asking someone confined 
to a wheelchair to run a 40- 
yard dash - it’s physically 
impossible. Don’t pigeon¬ 
hole her. Direct Grandma 
in conversation; say things 
to her that may stimulate 
recollection, but don’t push 
a memory that may not be 
there. Pictures are often an 
excellent tool. 

• Safety is your biggest 
priority. Whether during a 
holiday gathering or in gen¬ 
eral, Grandma may com¬ 
mit herself to activities she 
shouldn’t be doing, such as 
driving. 

“She’s been driving for 
decades, and then she de¬ 
velops a memory problem, 
which not only prevents 
her from remembering her 
condition, but also how 
to drive safely,” Mills says. 
“This major safety concern 
applies to any potentially 
dangerous aspect to life.” 

“Currently, there’s a stig¬ 
ma with the condition, but 
I’d like to change the base¬ 
line for how we regard de¬ 
mentia,” Mills says. “As with 
other medical conditions, 
Alzheimer’s should not be 
about waiting to die - pa¬ 
tients often live 15 years or 
more after a diagnosis. It 
should be about living with 
it.” 

Kerry Mills, MPA, is an 
expert in best care practic¬ 
es for persons with demen¬ 
tia both in the home and 
in out-of-home health care 
residences and organiza¬ 
tions.

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Enjoy your holiday plants and a Christmas blessing for you 


Few plants 
can liven up 
a winter day 
like the am¬ 
aryllis. The 
MIKE REED large pink, 

County white, red, 

C\gent orange and 

variegated 

flowers are truly spectacular. You may have 
received an amaryllis bulb as a holiday gift. 

A member of the lily family, the amaryllis 
rises from a large bulb. The growth habit 
makes it well suited for blooming during 
the colder months of the year. 

Knowing about its natural habitat in 
Central and South America will help you 
successfully grow and flower an amaryllis 
at home. The plants are adapted to ecosys¬ 
tems with a long, moist growing season, 
followed by a shorter dry season. At the be¬ 
ginning of the rainy season, the bulb sends 
forth foliage and flowers. Although the 
flowers last only for two to three weeks, the 
foliage grows throughout the moist season 
during which time new flower buds form 
within the bulb. It goes dormant during the 
dry season, but resumes growth and flow¬ 
ers when the rainy season begins. 

When you buy an amaryllis, it likely will 
be a dormant bulb. If so, pot the bulb about 
six to 12 weeks before you want the plant to 
bloom. Use a container with a diameter just 
slightly larger than the bulb and a potting 
mix that promotes good drainage. One- 
third to one-half the pointed end of the 
bulb should remain above the soil. Thor¬ 
oughly water and put the pot in a bright, 
warm window. 

Water when the soil becomes dry to the 
touch, but do not give it too much water be¬ 
cause this will cause the bulb to rot. Never 
allow water to accumulate in the saucer be¬ 
neath the pot. 

In a few weeks, a flower stalk should 
emerge, usually before the foliage develops. 
Rotate the container every few days to keep 
the flower and foliage from leaning too 
much toward the light. You may need to 
stake the flower stalk to keep it upright in a 
low-light situation. 

When the bloom is spent, remove the 
wilted flowers and cut the flower stalk back 
to the top of the bulb. Do not remove any 
foliage because the leaves continue to pro¬

vide energy for the next seasons flowers. 
Fertilize it every couple of weeks to pro¬ 
mote healthy foliage. 

If you want to keep the amaryllis and get 
it to bloom again next year, give the plant 
as much light as possible after it flowers. It 
will help to move the plant outdoors when 
the danger of frost is over, generally around 
mid-May. Gradually acclimate the plant to 
brighter light by first putting it under a tree 
or awning; then moving it to brighter light 
every few days until the plant is in full sun. 

When summer is over, keep the plant in 
a sunny location, but withhold water. As 
the foliage begins to die, move the pot to 
a cool, dry location such as a basement or 
closet. In the winter, repot the bulb to a new 
container, again only a few inches larger 
than the bulb’s diameter. As an amaryllis 
bulb becomes larger, it may produce two or 
even three flower spikes during the bloom¬ 
ing period. 

Amaryllis bulbs look rather blah in the 
box that you may receive this Christmas, 
but with a little help, sun and water, they 
can be a big day brightener for many of us 
later on in February when we need all the 


help we can get.

Encouraging word: A Life-Changing Event 



Herod ruled as King of Judea from 37 B.C. until 4 B. 
C. when, history says, Jesus was born in Bethlehem of 
Judea. Herod ruled at the will of the Roman Emperor, 
and he was known as the “Roman client king,” and “the 
evil genius of the Judean nation.” 

An unusual thing happened during the reign of Herod. 
A group came to Jerusalem “from the east” or “from the 
orient.” They are sometimes designated as astrologers, 
scholars who were studying the stars, magi, and wise 
men. Tradition has called members of that group kings 
and even given them names. According to tradition 
Melchior was King of Persia, Casper was King of India, and Balthazar was 
King of Arabia. To this day, we sing during the Christmas season, “We three 
kings of Orient are; bearing gifts we traverse afar.” 

The arrival of that group created a disturbance in Jerusalem that was suffi¬ 
cient to get the attention of Herod. They asked, “Where is the one who has 
been born king of the Jews?” Herod, disturbed by that question, assembled

his wisest authorities and asked “of them where the Christ was to be born.” 
Their answer was, “In Bethlehem of Judea.” 

When Herod heard that answer, he sent the group to Bethlehem with 
instruction to “Go and make a careful search for the child. As soon as you 
find him, report to me, so that I too may go and worship him.” 

Lead by the star that had guided them to Jerusalem, they went on their 
way until that star “stopped over the place where the child was.” When they 
came “to the house, they saw the child with his mother Mary” and responded 
appropriately, “They bowed down and worshiped him. Then, they presented 
him “gifts of gold, incense, and myrrh,” gifts appropriate for a king. 

Then, something happened that changed the direction of their lives. Being 
warned “not to go back to Herod, they returned to their country by another 
route.” 

For centuries, countless people have experienced a life-changing event and 
that gave them a new purpose and a new direction after encountering the 
child born in Bethlehem of Judea in the days of Herod.
